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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon a 
complete review of the entire written record the instant application is in condition for 
allowance. The prior art cited by the Applicant and listed by the Examiner on the PTO- 
892 effectively set forth the state of the art pertaining to fiducial marks on a substrate for 
laser transfer in the manufacture of OLED devices. None of these references describe, 
teach or suggest the claimed method of producing image date for such a process. The 
prior art does not discuss responding to graphical representations and positions of the 
alignment marks to form coordinates to define the size and location of the emissive 
sites. The prior art does not show adjusting the coordinates after this step to adjust for 
errors known to be caused by the laser thermal transfer apparatus. Based on this, the 
instant application claims are allowable over the prior art and the application is being 
passed to Issue.
